N Nov. 30, Thanksgiving day , 
Mark Twain arrives at his sev­ 
entieth 
b irthday . 
That 
the 
genial fun lover, the premier 
hum orist of the whole world, should 
have attained the proverb ial three­ 
score and ten, and that in a hale and 
rob ust condition, should b e an addition­ 
al cause for gratitude to himself and 
his readers throughout the eurth. 
In 
the scattering of mental sunshlnli, in 
the tearing off of masks, hy pocrisies 
and seemiugs, in spreading common 
sense and in giving the world new, 1 
sane, wholesome and rational views of j 
things, this prince of jesters has placed j 
the a g e under a deb t that we ourselves ; 
can scarcely measure. 
Samuel Laughorn Clemens he was 
christened, b ut it is too much of a 


world. He now has a home at Tarry - 
town, N. Y., where he is a neighb or of 
that other famous press humorist John 
D. Rockefeller. Twain has more hair 
than Rockefeller, b ut the oil king has 
more money , so the score is even, 
Mark Twain's opinion of himself Is 
b est told In a story . Like Grant, he 
often pauses to look at shop windows, 
especially those of b ookstores. 
When 
once so occupied an irrepressib le who 
had uot seen his face paused b eside 
him. Spy ing a picture of Twain in the 
window, the y oung person asked: 
“W hat do y ou think of him?” 
“1 thiuk,” said Mark, “that he is the 
greatest impostor the American people 
ever refused to take seriously .” 
“How so?” 
“Well, b ecause he really is serious 
and b ecause nob ody ’ll b elieve him. 
He passes for b eing humorous.” 
Twain then faced his questioner, who 
promptly fell dead, b ut revived suffi­ 
ciently to tell the story . 
Ever a Practical Joker. 
It may b e that his estim ate is right, 
that he does try to write seriously , 
b ut that he has lu him such a pent up 
force of native fun that he cannot keep 
it from b ub b ling forth. The American 
people rememb er when he did try to 
talk sob erly on Chinese missionaries, 
Christian Science, imperialism and oth­ 
er topics, b ut even then they would 
uot b elieve he was in earnest 
There 
are few more imaginative or b etter de­ 
scriptive writers than lie», few who can 
grow more indignant at injustice, few 
who can more effectively puncture a 
sham. But the spontaneous fun in him 
m ust have vent. 
It is so much a part 
of his nature that it shows in every ­ 
thing he say s or does. 
In his letters

“ Self Never Seems to Enter His Mind.” 
There is a tenderer side to his work, 
a quality of pathos, and thi$ gentler 
vein shows forth in his home relations. 
He is a model host, famous for his fine

mouthful of a name, and b esides Mark 
Twain fits b etter. 
He was Itorn at 
Florida, Mo., b ut early moved to Han 
nib al. 
His father was aft ab sent mind­ 
ed man and forgot the y oungster at 
moving time. 
A neighb or heard the 
b oy cry ing, rescued him and overtook 
the family ou the road. 
Mark had lit­ 
tle schooling and b ecame a devil in his 
b rother’s printing office. Afterward he 
was a cub pilot ou the Mississippi, \ 
where he has b een describ ed as green 
looking, plodding and slow. 
One day 
the captain said to hint: 
“Sam, y ou'll make a ri verm an some 
day if y ou’ll just get over this non­ 
sense of writ in’ for the papers. 
Why 
don’t y ou quit?” 
“Yes, captain,” replied the future 
humorist, “nnd don’t y e s’pose I might 
make a pretty good w riter some day 
if I’d jest get over this try ln’ to b e a 
riverm an?” 
At the outb reak of the war he joined 
a Confederate company of irregulars, 
b ut was never in much of a b attle. He 
said the enemy never wanted to fight 
when his men did, and when the ene­ 
my wanted to fight his folks were gen­ 
erally on the move. So he left. 
Struck Pay Dirt Right Away . 
His b rother who had owned the print­ 
ing office was made secretary of the 
territory of Nevada at ab out this time 
and took Sam along as his private sec­ 
retary . Here he tried mining and writ­ 
ing for the papers. The mining did not 
pan out, b ut in writing he struck pay 
dirt right away . At first he sigued his 
stuff “Josh,” b ut soon went b ack to the 
steam b oatiug term of “Mark Twain.” 
The San Francisco papers noticed him, 
and he got a job there as a reporter. 
In after life he ascrib ed his rise in the 
world to the fact that he lost that job . 
He tried mining again, with no b etter 
luck than b efore, after which he went 
to the Sandwich Islands, writing let­ 
ters to the papers on the trip. He aft­ 
erw ard returned to Frisco and lectured 
ab out It. Then he wrote “The Jumping 
Frog,” which immediately made him 
famous. He weut east aud edited a 
paper at Buffalo. In later life he has 
lived at Hartford, Conn.; New York, 
Elmira, London, Paris, Florence, Vi­ 
enna and pretty much all over the 


compliments, and is affectionate in all 
his home relations. 
His sister-in-law 
has said of him that “self never seems 
to enter his mind. 
The wants of oth­ 
ers are alway s uppermost.” 
Concerning his mother, the famous 
humorist once said: “As to wit, I have 
met my Waterloo. 
There is one wo­ 
man whom I could never get ahead of 
in repartee—my mother.” When Mark’s 
steamb oat captain reproved him fur 
his drawl in speaking, asking him, 
“W hat makes y ou pull y our words 
so?” the then cub pilot replied: “You’ll 
have to ask my ma. 
Hhe pulls them 
the same way .” 
Mark Twain’s wife was a Miss Olivia 
Langdon of Elmira, whose father was 
quite wealthy . 
When the courtship 
was y oung Twain called ou the old 
gentleman. 
Sidling toward the door, 
he timidly asked: 
“Have y ou noticed any thing b etween 
y our daughter aud me, Mr. Langdon?" 
“No,” was the sl'-irp reply . 
“Well,” said tb e irrepressib le Murk, 
“if y ou keep a sharp lookout y ou will.” 
The Twains had three daughters, and 
to commemorate their b irth the proud 
father erected three handsome stone 
watering troughs, with the name aud 
date of b irth cut ou each, thus pub lish­ 
ing to the world w hat should b e a wo 
man’s most hidden secret—her age 
lie never had a son, unless “Tom Saw 
y or,” "Hack Finn,” “Harris," “Pudd’n- 
head Wilson” and “ Mulb erry Sellers” 
may b e considered b oy s of iiis. 
Tb e dealt) of b is daughter Clara and 
of Mrs. Clemens were sad b lows to the 
great author, nnd under this doub le 
b ereavement the world saw him in a 
new light. 
Telegrams of condolence 
came from all corners of the earth. It 
is said that more were received than 
at the death of Queen Victoria, so uni­ 
versally known and popular Is this 
Yankee wit and philosopher. 
On the 
modest b lock of marb le over his wife’s 
grave he placed this inscription: 
W a rm sum m er sun, 
Shine kindly here; 
Wa rm so uthern wind. 
Blo w so ftly here; 
Green so d a bo v e, 
La e light, lie light; 
Go o d night, dea r hea rt. 
Go o d night, go o d night. 
His kindness of heart is shown to 


others thah his own family . 
He has 
started more than one y oung man in 
b usiness. He got a doctor his first pa­ 
tient b y telling a b anker lu need of 
medical services that he knew a phy si­ 
cian who had never lost a case. 
He 
then gave the name of the y oung would 
b e practitioner, who indeed never had 
lost a case—he never had one to lose. 
It is not generally known that Sam­ 
uel M. Clemens is an inventor, b ut he 
has taken out patents on a vest strap, 
a scrapb ook aud a game. 
Most of his 
Inventions, however, are covered b y 
copy right rather than b y patents. 


Anecdotal Burs. 
And now look out, for I am going to 
shake the chestnut tree aud open a few 
anecdotal b urs. They were uot chest­ 
nuts, however, when Mark Twain grew 
them. 
When Mrs. Astor said that a man 
could uot b e a gentleman without a 
college education Mark said he regard­ 
ed it as “a direct personal insult.” 
When the humorist was siHthtly ill 
his death was reported and a news] ta­ 
per sent a man to find out the particu­ 
lars. Mark said to the reporter: 
“Young man, just wire y our paper 
that the report of my death is greatly 
exaggerated.” 
When asked as to the sort of people 
who make the most sy mpathetic listen­ 
ers he replied, “College men and con­ 
victs.” 
He is resourceful and ready on the 
spur of the moment. 
One morning 
when his telephone was not* working 
well he used words hot enough to b lis­ 
ter the receiver. ’Then when he discov­ 
ered an eminent divine at the other end 
he said b landly : 
“Is that y ou, doctor? My b utler has 
b een at the telephone and said he 
couldn’t understand y ou.” 
He once told William Dean Ilowells 
that indecision had made Ills fortune. 
When he could not decide whether to 
spend his last nickel for a cigar or an 
apple he kept it and so got rich. 
Here is a sample of a rather startling 
practical joke. A kindly old couple on 
whom the Clemenses were going to call 
were surprised in the early evening at 
finding a y oung b ab y left ou their 
front steps. They decided to adopt the 
waif. 
When the visitors arrived Mrs. Clem­ 
ens almost fainted on discovering that 
the b ab y was her own. 
Twain was alway s fond of cats. He 
had a b unch once that did not live 
long. 
They were overweighted with 
their names, he thought. 
The names 
w ere Sour ^lash, Apollinaris, Zoroaster 
and Blatherskite. 


Detests Collars and Cravats. 
He is not overfoml of clothes, pre­ 
ferring pajam as around home. He spe­ 
cially 
detests 
collars 
and 
cravats. 
When living at Hartford he used to 
climb over the b ack fence and call on 
H arriet Beecher Stowe, usually in a 
eollarless condition. 
One morning aft­ 
er such a call Mrs. Stowe received a 
package containing a collar and cra­ 
vat with this note:

Much of the humorist’s work is doue 
at his summer home a t Sarauac Lake, 
where he goes to escape from liis ad­ 
mirers. 
When during a contagion one of the 
Twain houses was disinfected Mark j 
said that the fumigator was so strong 
“that it took all the b rass off the door­ 
knob s and all the tune out of the pi­ 
ano.” 
Mark Tw ain’s latest b ook, in which 
he skins King Leopold of Belgium, is ! 
prob ab ly the b oldest attack ever made i 
on a. crowned head, and it is as right­ 
eous as it is b rave. 
The crowning act of the career of 
this most famous of American writers 
was in pay ing off the deb ts of the pub ­ 
lishing firm of Charles L. Web ster & 1 
Co., though not legally b ound to do go. j 
It took him y ears of hard work in his , 
old age. b ut finally every cent was met. 
h he world had laughed with Mark 1 
Twain b efore. 
It learned to love him 
then.

The death a few day s ago of the 
Count of Flanders, brother of King 
Leopold, has brooght into the lime- 
llghe the Count’s only son. Prince 
Albert of Flanders, who by the death 
of his father becomes heir apparent to 
the Belgian throne. 
Born In 18 75 , 
Prince A lbert attained his thirtie th 
birthday last April. H is marriage to 
the Duchess 
Elizabeth, the third 
daughter of Duke Charles of Bavaria, 
in 1900, oansed great rejoicing and en­ 
thusiasm in Belgium. 
When a son 
and heir presumptive to the throne 
was born four y ears ago this month 
the manifestation of pleasure in Brus­ 
sels showed that, the roy al 
couple 
posses a strong hold on the affections 
of the Belgians. 
A second son was 
bom Oct. 10,1903. 
The general opinion is tha t Prince 
Albert will make an excellent ruler; 
some think even better than King 
Leopold, in the first place, he has 
shown no trace cf these undesirable 
obaracterlstim which have been so 
maiked a feature of some of his im­ 
mediate ancestors; and, in the second 
place, he does not seem to have any ­ 
thing of his uncle’s taste for specula 
tlon and rash adventures. 
Prince Albert long since outgrow 
bis delicacy of health which a t the 
time of his elder brother’s tragic and 
my sterious death gave rise to uni­ 
versal fears tha t he would not grow 
up to manhood. He is a tall, soldier­ 
ly looking y oung man, well set up, 
with a face inclined to he chubby , and 
enjoj^d the reputation of being of a far 
more studious tem peram ent than his 
brother. Prince Baldwin. The latter 
met his death under circumstances 
etui ehrouded In my stery , in a house 
situated in one of the most fashion­ 
able throughfares of the Belgln capi­ 
tal. The tragedy , according to popu­ 
lar rumor, bore many striking ana­ 
logies to that at Mey erllng which cost 
the crown prince of Austrlal his life. 
Like his uncle. King Leopold, Prince 
Albert is passionately fond of the 
bicy cle. 
He Is also an extensive trav­ 
eler, and has visited not only every 
court in Europe, but mcwt of the great 
centres of industry . 
He made many 
friends in America during his visit in 
18 98 , 
when he spent some three 
months in making acquaintance with 
American institutions and in filling a 
round of private social engagements 
at Newport and other centres. 
Princess Albert possesses an engag­ 
ing disposition and it was not long 
after she took up her home in Brussels 
that her thoughtfulness and generosi­ 
ty made her quite as popular with her 
husband’s people as she was in her na­ 
tive Bavaria. She Is a great sports­ 
man, an excellent rider, good cy clist 
and automobilst.

they commenced y elling and dared 
me to come out to where they were. 
I made up my mind I wouldn’t do so 
and locked the door and Mrs. Ander­ 
son aud my self went up stiirs and 
while in the frort room

ing off my shoes. She stepped to the 
window and when I heard a pistol 
shot I said, 
You m ust get away 
from there. They are liable to shoot 
y ou, as they are hitting pretty close. 
Just at this tim e in the moonlight 1 
could see a fiash come from the high 
partition at the Ay kens place on tbe 
opposite side of the street, and In 
stantly my wife was struck and fell 
back into my arms, dy ing as she said, 
‘They have shot me.’ 
“ I do not know who fired the shot, 
but I am positive it came from across 
the street. I do not know where the 
first shot came from, but I believe 
some one was in the rear of the fence 
to take aim a t me ” • 
Tbe funeral of the iata Mrs. Ander­ 
son took place Monday afternoon, the 
Rev. Mr. Pottgeiter of the German 
Reformed ohurch, offloiatlng. There 
was a very large attendance at the 
services. 
There were no new developments 
Monday . 
There Is a strong likelihood tha t 
several day s absence from saloons will 
test the metal of the men, and allow 
the authorities to wring a confession 
from at least one of them who will 
disclose the truth and fix the responsi­ 
bility on the guilty one who fired the 
shots.

It is not enough that the maker of 
glass eyes should have delicacy of 
touch and the ordinary skill of the arti­ 
san. He must be an artist, for he must 
match the real eye so closely that the 
most 
careful examination 
will 
not 
show’ a difference between them. It is 
comparatively easy to get the color 
right, even to the finest detail of shad­ 
ing, but the art of the maker is shown 
in the “ life” of the eye, its sparkle and 
its natural expression. 
The maker generally keeps a large 
assortment 
on 
hand—black, 
brown, 
blue, hazel and gray—and of these 
there must be many shades and tints, 
and they must show varying degrees 
of “ life” and sparkle. 
In a large as­ 
sortment made by a real artist you 
could hardly find two eyes just alike. 
Very particular people are not usual­ 
ly satisfied with an eye taken from 
stock, but insist on having one made to 
order. 
In work of this kind the maker takes 
special pride, and he makes a long and 
careful study of the real eye so that he 
may exactly reproduce it in the artifi­ 
cial one. 
He generally finds his cus­ 
tomer much harder to please and more 
insistent iu the directions given than 
if he or she wrere sitting for a portrait 
If the customer be willing to pay for 
the very best work, the artificial eye 
wifi be so much like the real one and 
will “ work” so accurately that no one 
could tell the difference. 
An eye that 
is made to fit perfectly is as responsive 
to the movements of the muscles as 
the natural eyeball is. 
A well known maker claims that he 
has fitted eyes that have deceived phy­ 
sicians and that in several cases he 
has fitted a wife with one, who wore It 
for years without her husband's finding 
out that it was artificial. He goes still 
further and says that he knows of one 
case iu which both husband and wife 
have a glass eye without the knowl­ 
edge one of the other. 
It might be thought that a glass eye 
would last practically forever, but the 
maker says this Is not the case; that 
some persons wear out an eye sooner 
than others do. 
He attributes that to 
the fact that some eyes secrete fluid 
more actively than others. 
The fluid 
acts on the artificial eye as acid does 
on metal, and the surface becomes 
roughened or corroded. 
Tnen inflam­ 
mation sets in, and it becomes neces­ 
sary to get a new eye.

THE STEAM RADIATOR. 


I f It D oe m ' l G iv e E n oa R h H e a t T u r n 
t h e F a n on It. 
There are a good many rooms where 
the radiator is either too small or the 
steam pressure is too low to maintain 
a comfortable temperature in severe 
weather. If the tenant is enjoying the 
station electric lighting service the 
matter can easily be remedied. Take 
an electric fan and set It where it will 
blow against a large part of the radia­ 
tor’s surface. 
Turn it on at a low 
speed or at high if necessary, aud your 
cold room 
will soon be thoroughly 
warmed. The philosophy of the thing 
Is that steam at a low pressure carries 
much less Intent heat than steam at a 
high pressure and therefore warms the 
radiator so poorly that only a slight 
draft of air rises around the pipes, and 
condensation is slow. With the fan in 
operation 
there 
is 
a 
forced 
draft 
against the radiator that conducts a 
great deal more heat away from the 
iron, cooling it so that much condensa­ 
tion of steam occurs Inside It.

A new use fo r po ro us plasters was 
recently bro ught to light when it was 
disco v ered that a fo reign emplo yee o f 
the Minuequa steel plant had co nv ert­ 
ed a number o f them Into a suit o f un­ 
derwear, says the Pueblo Chieftain. It 
was uo t exactly a unio n suit, but was 
mo re o n the crazy quilt o rder. 
The 
disco v ery was no t mude easily, and It 
was o nly after a strenuo us effo rt that 
the fo reigner was o bliged to rev eal to 
what use he had put tbe po ro us plas­ 
ters which had been handed o ut to him 
“fo r medicinal purpo ses o nly.” 
As is kno wn, all the emplo yees o f the 
Minuequa plant pay $ 1 a mo uth fo r 
the priv ileges at the dispensary. Of 
the hundreds who call there each day 
co mparativ ely few co me to hav e inju­ 
ries dressed. The balance are tro ubled 
with co ughs and co kls. rheumatism 
and a hundred o ther small ailments. A 
go o d per cent o f them make regular 
calls and ask fo r linim en^salv e o r po ­ 
ro us piasters witho ut saying anything 
abo ut their ailments. As a rule ihe a t­ 
tending physician takes it fo r granted 
that the men are in need o f the differ­ 
ent articles, and they are handed o ut 
witho ut asking any questio ns o ther 
than to ascertain the name. 
It was disco v ered, ho wev er, that the 
fo reigner in questio n called almo st ev ­ 
ery day fo r the plasters, and the physi­ 
cians began to think that he was a 
healthy lo o king patient to be hav ing 
so many pains. A few days later they 
were giv en the tip that there were 
so me o f tbe fo reign emplo yees o f the 
plant who were wearing the plasters 
fo r underwear. 
So a plan was laid to trap the artist 
who was do ing the latest stunt in sani­ 
tary clo thes wearing. 
They did no t 
hav e lo ng to wait, fo r o n that ev ening 
the fo reigner appro ached the windo w 
at the dispensary and whispered “Plas­ 
ter.” He was then inv ited into a ro o m 
and was giv en to understand that it 
wo uld please the co urt much if he 
wo uld remo v e his clo thing. 
The fo r­ 
eign gentleman realized that he “was 
up against it” and refused in no un­ 
certain manner. 
Ho wev er, he was 
giv en so me help in do ing the disro bing 
a c t His ready to w ear garments co n­ 
sisted o f a sh irt a pair o f o v eralls and

When these were remo v ed, what the 
physicians and a few o ther wo rkmen 
beheld was what resembled an Egyp­ 
tian mummy.

So me o f 
these hav e receiv ed letters fro m sur­ 
v iv o rs describing the heart rending 
scenes, says the Philadelphia Press. 
Rev . Jaco b Chalfln o f 537 Lo mbard 
street has a letter fro m His wife in 
Iv o v no , in which she says: 
“There are 2,000 dead here and 5,000 
injured. The brutality o f the Russiau 
mo bs was 
frightful. 
Ko v no 
is 
no 
lo nger a city. 
It is a mass o f ruins, 
and we liv e iu dread o f ano ther attack. 
It may co me at any minute, and we 
arc* all defenseless.” 
Herman Sachs o f Kiev writes to 
Samuel Lo udo n o f 7(34 So uth Third 
street: 
“A Jewess, Sarah 
Go ldman, was 
dragged into the streets, and sev eral 
spikes, fully sev en inches lo ng, were 
driv en into her brain with heav y steel 
sledges. A man named Kaufm an was 
fo und in the street near my ho use with 
his who le lo wer lip cut o ff. 
He was 
suffering to rture, and no o ne gav e him 
aid. The m an’s to ngue had been puffed 
o ut with pinchers.” 
Aaro n Ro thstein, ano ther resideut o f 
Ko v no , writes to his uncle, Abraham 
Chabro v , o f 342 So uth street: 
“I saw tbe mo b break into the ho me 
o f a po o r wo man sev enty-two years 
o ld. 
She was asleep iu bed, but the 
brutal men entered her ro o m and sto n­ 
ed her to death. 
There are 5,000 per­ 
so ns 
here abso lutely ho meless 
and 
witho ut a ko pek to buy fo o d o r clo th­ 
ing. The terrible winter is already up­ 
o n us. 
Go d kno ws what will beco me 
o f us unless aid arriv es so o n.” 
Jo hn Baum, a merchant at 527 So uth 
street, recently receiv ed a letter o f this 
so rt fro m his bro ther So lo mo n, who 
liv es in Odessa, and pleads fo r mo ney 
eno ugh to take him and his family 
fro m the co untry where they see no th­ 
ing but do o m fo r their race. 
The letter was w ritten o n No v . 5. A 
part o f it, which has been translated | 
by Jaco b Ginsburg o f the Jewish 
Ev ening Po st, reads: 
“Our peo ple are being unmercifully 
slaughtered in tbe streets witho ut auy 
interference fro m the autho rities. 
“It is mo re than two weeks since we 
to o k refuge here in the cellar. 
We 
are under the dreadful terro r o f being 
disco v ered and killed. 
We are prac­ 
tically shut up witho ut any fo o d o r 
water, and I fear w^e will starv e unless 
so mething is do ne fo r us. 
“We canno t sleep, fo r the ho wling 
and curses o f the unruly mo bs ring 
co nstantly in o ur ears. They call ‘Kill 
the Jews!’ 
The streets are strew-n 
with m utilated bo dies. 
Many o f them 
are minus heads, limbs and arms. The 
gutters o f the streets hav e been turn­ 
ed into small riv ulets o f blo o d. 
We 
fear any minute we will be exterm i­ 
nated. 
"Please rescue us. Take us to Amer­ 
ica o r semi us eno ugh mo ney to get j 
o v er the fro ntier. 
We do n’t ask yo u 
to help us fo r a liv eliho o d, o nly to pro ­ 
tect o ur liv es. 
“The Russiau newspapers do n’t men­ 
tio n o ne-half o f what takes place. We 
pray, O Go d! O Go d! that yo u will be 
able to rescue us so we can flee fro m 
terrible Russia aud tbe awful death 
th at faces us. 
“While I am writing this I can hear 
the awful curses o f the ho wling mo b 
as it passes alo ng the street killing 
Jews. The mo b is made up mo stly o f 
so ldiers.”
